CONCERNING STREETS AND HIGHWAYS IN THE TOWN OF 
PRINCETON, SCOTT COUNTY, IOWA AND PROVISIONS 
FOR WORKING AND KEEPING THE SAME 


IN REPAIR. 


Be it ordained by the Mayor and Board of Trustees | 


of the Town of Princeton, Scott Co., Lowa: 
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SHOUT. a RAE every able-bodied male inhabitant of the 
Town of Princeton being above the age of twenty-one (21) 
years and under the age of forty-five (45) years (except- 
ing paupers, idiots, lunatics and such others as shall be 
exempt by law), shall be required to perform two (2) days 
jabor in each year upon the public streets and highways 
wvithin the corporated limits of said Town; that the same 
shall be performed under direction of the Street Commis- 
sioner, who is hereby empowered to allow the sum of one 
dollar and fifty cents per day of eight hours for each man 
and three dollars per day of eight hours for each man with 
team on streets or highways; provided, that any persgn s® 
required to labor may commute for the same by paying 
one dollar and fifty cents per day, to be paid to the Town 
Treasurer and credited to street fund, 


Src, 2. The Steeet Commissioner shall require all 
able-bodied men to labor on streets or highways between 
the first day of April and September each year. (See Code 
of Iowa, Section 983): 


Src. 3. The Street Commissioner shall give at least 
three days notice of the day or days and place designated 
to work the streets or highways to all persons subject to 
work thereon, or who are charged with a highway tax 
within his district, and all persons’ 50 notified must meet 
said Street Commissioner at such time and place with such 
tools, implements, and teams as the Commissioner may 
designate, and shall labor diligently under the directions of

Sec. 9. It is hereby made a misdemeanor for any 
person to ride, drive or lead any horses, mules or cattle 
over any side-walk within the Town limits or in any other 
manner to maliciously injure the same. 


SEc. 10. Any person or persons guilty of a violation 
of the provisions of the preceeding Section shall, upon con- 
viction before the Mayor, be fined in any sum not less than 
one dollar nor more than ten dollars and costs, or be im- 
prisoned in the Town Calaboose or County Jail not more 
than thirty days. 

Sec. 11. It is hereby made the duty of the Town 
Marshal to arrest any person guilty of a violation of the 
provisions of Section g of this Ordinance, provided that in 
case he has not sufficient ground to justify arrest without 
warrant, he may have a warrant issued by the Mayor upon 
complaint being made by any person having knowledge of 
the offence.

Be it enacted by the Town ‘Trustees of Princeton, 
Scott County Io-wa: 


SEc. 1. Whenever two or more persons receive an 
equal and highest number of votes for Mayor, Trustees or 
any other elective municipal office, the Recorder shall issue 
a notice to such persons of such tie vote, and require them 
to appear at the next special or adjourned, or regular meet- 
ing of the Council to be held after the service of such 
notice, to determine by lot which of them is elected. 


Sec. 2. The lot shall be arranged by the Mayor or 
acting Mayor, in the presence of the Council, and of the 
parties, 1f present. If either or any of the parties fail to 
appear and take part in the lot, the Mayor or preceding 
officer shall draw for him, and the proceedings and results 
shall be entered upon the records by the Recorder, 


Sec. 3. The Town Council shall be the tribunal for 
the trials and decision of contested Town Elections, the 
Mayor presiding, or if he be the party, then a Mayor 
pro tem. elected by the Council. No officer whose right 
is being contested shall act officially in the determination 
of the contest. The contestant must file with the Recorder 
of the Town a verified. written statement giving notice of 
his intention to contest the election, the name of the incum- 
bent, the office contested, the time of election, and the 
particular causes contest. He must also file a bond, with 
sureties to he approved by the Recorder, conditioned to 
pay all costs in case the election be confirmed, or the state- 
ment dismissed, or the prosecution fails.
